LIGHT IS A WORKING TOOL 


Good lighting, formerly regarded by many executives as an extravagance, is now admitted to be 
the most valuable productive tool in an industrial plant—for without it other tools are of little use. 
The cost of lighting moreover, is one of the few items of production costs which has decreased steadily 
during the past thirty years. And, besides this, tests have proved that it pays better dividends than 
any other working tool in the plant. 


WHAT IS ADEQUATE LIGHTING? 
Under modern highly-competitive conditions, inefficient production methods speedily lead to 
lessened profits. Bad lighting causes avoidable losses just as surely as obsolete machinery. 


How, then, can the executive judge whether his lighting is adequate or not? ‘The problem is 
easily solved by comparing the percentages of output, spoilage and accidents under artificial lighting 
with those under daylight conditions. Good lighting is not a theoretical advantage. It involves 
cash and profits. 


SEVEN POINTS OF GOOD LIGHTING 
1.—Sufficient Light Intensity. See table below. 
2.—Absence of Glare. Proper positioning of lights. 
3.—Good Diffusion of Light. Correct type of reflector. 
4.—Proper Direction of Light. Scientifically designed reflectors. 
5.—Steadiness of Light Sources. There should be no current fluctuations. 
6.—High Average Illumination Intensity. Proper spacing of units. 
7.—Simplicity, Reliability and Low Upkeep Cost. Of great importance in selecting reflectors. 


The table given below shows the recommended illumination for various classes of work or 
types of locations to be lighted.

made. An RLM reflector, for instance, may 
be substituted for a deep bowl reflector at 
any time, in a few seconds, and without 
disturbing either the holder or the wiring. 
ABolite reflectors therefore, allow you to meet 
changing illumination needs at a minimum of 
cost. 

In new installation work, this interchange- 
able feature also allows all holders to be wired 
and the installation tested and passed by 
the electrical inspector before the reflectors 
themselves are in position. This naturally re- 
duces the cost of “ast minute’’ alterations, 
because a change of reflector does not call for 
the rewiring of the holder to 
which it is attached. 


RUST-RESISTING—NO 
RIVETS 

Deterioration of the ordin- 
ary reflector generally starts 
at the rivets, since these are 
the most difficult part to cover 
properly with enamel. In 
ABolite reflectors this diffi- 
culty is completely overcome, 
partly through the use of a 
rust-resisting metal and part- 
ly by the complete elimination of all rivets. Elec- 
tric welding is used in those few angle types in 
which, because of their shape, one-piece con- 
struction of reflectors or holders cannot be used. 


AGE-PROOF ENAMEL 

ABolite reflectors are thoroughly protected 
inside and outside by several coatings of our 
special vitreous enamel—the product of seven- 
teen years of ABolite manufacture. 


The standard outside finish is an attractive 
green, but dark blue or white can be furnished 
to order if desired. The inside is finished in 
high-reflecting white enamel, and positively will 
not discolor with age or exposure to weather.

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ILLUMINATION. 
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THE RLM DOME REFLECTOR 


The RLM Dome Reflector, deriving its name 
from the first letters of the word, ‘‘Reflector and 
Lamp Manufacturers’’, and certified by the Electri- 
cal Testing Lakoratories, represents the maximum 
in scientific design up to the present time. 


The distribution of light obtained with KLM 
Dome reflectors is recognized by lighting authorities 
as the rrost satisfactory for uniform general illumination. ‘These refectors 
give a uniform illumination over an entire workroom which in nearly all cases 
is preferable to localized lighting of special areas. 


The ABolite line of RLM Domes includes sizes for all lamps from 25 to 
1000 watts in all the ARolite standard neck and holder-socket constructions, 
and is standard in either blue or green exterior and white interior finish. Other 
colors to special order.

SHALLOW DOME REFLECTOR 
The Shallow Dome ABolite is designed for general illumination where cutlets 
are spaced at such a distance as to require a slightly wider distribution of light 
than is obtained with the RLM dome. 


As a “general utility’’ outdoor unit the Shallow Dome is used for lighting 
area-ways, sidewalks, railroad yards, construction jobs, etc. It is also much 
used for farm installations where wide general illumination rather than a 
restricted distribution is preferred. 


The most important advantage of the wide distributing angle of the Shallow 
Dome, when used on construction jobs, railroads, factories, etc., is that it 
illuminates objects well above the normal working plane, thus enabling em- 
ployees to avoid traveling crane chains, moving grab-buckets, etc. 


The ABolite line of Shallow Domes includes sizes for all lamps from 25 to 500 
watts in all ABolite standard neck and holder-socket constructions, and is 
standard in either blue or green exterior and white interior finish. Other colors 
to special order.

DEEP BOWL REFLECTOR 

The Deep Bowl Reflector is used where elimination of sidewise filament 
glare is important, or where the light is to be mainly concentrated immeciately 
below the reflector. 

This type of reflector provides an intensified light upon the part of the work- 
ing plane beneath it and for that reason is an ideal fixture for places where the 
requirements are such that strong local lighting must be provided, such as over 
drafting boards, work-benches, machine tools, etc. These units are often used 
for general lighting in case of unusual mounting where it is necessary to hang 
high to clear traveling cranes, etc. 

The Deep Bowl ABolite includes sizes for all lamps from 25 to 1000 watts, is 
made in all standard AB neck and holder-socket constructions, and is standard 
in either blue or green exterior and white interior finish. Other colors to special 
order.

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LONG TYPE ‘‘*X’’ NECK EASY WIRING REFLECTOR 
MADE IN THREE TYPES 


The purpose of the long neck reflector and short 
holder is to make the socket easily accessible for wiring. 
Considerable time is saved inasmuch as the reflector 
holder shell does not have to be removed from the con- 
duit. The porcelain socket is easily removed for wiring 
and quickly replaced. 





Inasmuch as this unit is made with a drawn copper 
holder, it is equally suitable for indoor and outdoor use. 
Being of the screw type, the various styles of long neck 
reflectors are interchangeable.

ANGLE BOWL REFLECTOR 


The Angle Reflector is especially designed for applications which cannot be 
effectively handled with the RLM, Shallow Dome, or Deep Bowl types. 
In appearance it resembles the Deep Bowl mounted at an angle of 30 degrees 
to the perpendicular, with the lamp kept in a perpendicular position. This 
insures maximum lamp life and performance, with the light redirected to ad- 
vantageously illuminate inclined or vertical surfaces. This type of reflector 
is an ideal one for all installations where lighting must be done from the side, 
as the greater part of the light generated by the lamp is reflected into the ver- 

' tical plane. At the same time, the light strikes this plane at such an angle as 
to_minimize reflected glare that might impair the efficiency of workmen. 





In industrial plants angle reflectors mounted on columns or side walls may 
be used to illuminate sections that are traveled by a crane or where other 
conditions render overhead lighting difficult.

The ABolite Sign Lighting Reflector is most efficient and practical for correct 
illumination of sign boards and other vertical surfaces. Bright illumination 
is assured on all parts of vertical surfaces, with no high lights or shadows. 


Because of its wide light distribution, fewer units are required, thereby greatly 
reducing installation and maintenance costs. ABolite Reflectors are made of 
Armco Ingot Iron, body drawn in one piece. 


These reflectors are made for 100, 150 and 200 watt lamps and in the one or 
two piece types.

In addition to the well diffused light obtained from these units because of the diffusing globe 
surrounding the lamp, all ‘‘Glass-Steel’”’ units have openings around the top center of the reflector 
in order that some of the light may pass through and thus give a small amount of ceiling illumina- 
tion. To avoid the consequent decreased resistance of the reflector to accidental side-wise blows 
from ladders, belts, etc., each of the six arms of metal which alternate with the openings is strongly 
ribbed. This greatly stiffens the reflector without adding to its weight or cost. Another impor- 
tant development in ABolite ‘‘Glass-Steel’’ units is the safety globe holder ring which now replaces 
the holding screws formerly used. The device consists of two parts—a locking ring and a spring 
washer. The locking-ring is made from spring steel and has two “‘ears’’ which hold it in place by 
passing through corresponding openings in the sides of the reflector-center. The spring washer is 
a thin but resilient circle of brass, formed with depressions so that it will not lie flat except when
